They gave us its early history, they traced it from its first wood-block engraving, 
they told us how to grow it in the garden and how to plant it on the grass .... they showed us 
the Daffodil in art, the Daffodil in decoration, and the Daffodil of the dado and afternoon tea-cloth,” &c.

Extract from “ The Garden,” April 3rd, 1897. 

DAFFODILS AT LONG DITTON. 

The splendid collection of Daffodils io the nursery of Messrs. Barr aud Sons, Long Dittou, is now in full beauty, 
and an excellent opportunity is given of comparing and seeing the many beautiful forms in cultivation. Space at 
present is too limited to enter into details, hut wo may mention that a collection plainly labelled has been arranged, 
so that visitors can compare readily the various types and note distinctions between them. One can get some idea 
of the extent of the Daffodil growing when it is mentioned that there are upwards of forty long beds devoted to the 
uow popular Barrli conspicuus, a remarkably robust aud graceful kiud, its yellow flowers relieved by a bright orange 
cup. Amongst the seedlings were some very promising forms, such as Madame Plemp, a noble Daffodil, rich yellow 
trumpet and bold broad creamy white segmeuts j (ilorv of Leyden, Weardale Perfection, Golden Queen, a very 
handsome variety of the maximus type, with broad, rich yellow trumpet and segments of similar colour, and 
Snowflake, a lovely white Daffodil, strong and free. We may draw attention also to the collection of Dog's-tooth 
Violets ami Fritillaries now in bloom.”

A GREAT DISPLAY OF DAFFODILS. 

** It has been a trying season for florists, for after a long period of excessive rain bas come a time of nipping cold, 
and in the stead of genial sunshine there have been shrewd winds that do not favour early growth. That, of course, 
is a remark that applies generally, for in the case of Daffodils and other bulbous flowers some very fine things have 
been produced this spring in spite of adverse circumstances. Messrs Barr and Sons, the well-known growers of 
Daffodils at Covent Garden and Long Ditton, have at the latter place acre upon acre of these splendid golden flowers 
in the utmost perfection of bloom. It says much indeed for the skill with which specialists proceed that Daffodils 
can be made to endure so long. By planting at the proper season there may be obtained even in the early days of 
tebruary such a good variety as the Cyclamineus, one of the earliest of all Daffodils, followed by Pallidus prsecox, 
Princeps, and tho Tenby Daffodil, a fine flower found growing wild iu Wales. With these and other kinds can 
a succession of the choicest blooms he maintained right down to the flowering of the Pheasant’s Eye Narcissus, 
iu May. Ihat covers a period of nearly four months, beginning with the very first buds of winter and continuing 
till the floral season of the summer is well nigh at its height. Of course to do all that requires a little knowledge aud 
care. Our representative put the point to Mr. Barr, who explained how much one could do by the proper preparation 
of the soil and the careful selections of ‘ sorts * to be growu. For situation, a slope with a north-west aspect is particu- 
larly good. As 10 varieties, there are certainly many to choose from. For Daffodils have been brought from Spain, 
Portugal, Holland, Ireland, Wales, and elsewhere, and either by introductions from abroad or hybridising at 
home there are at least two or three hundred kiuds to choose from. To grow them is a study and a hobby. 
Mr. Barr was good enough to point out some of the leading varieties and their differences, taking those now at their 
best. There was the Emperor, a flower of a beautiful soft primrose hue. The Empress, beside it, was distinct iu 
Laving white petals with a trumpet of deep yellow. Mrs. Langtry, again, is a Daffodil of white bloom, known as 
free flowering and a strong grower, a kind which auy one might plant with advantage. Minnie Hume, close by, is 
much more widely expanding, und is creamy in colour. Maximus is perhaps the fullest yellow of all Daffodils, but 
not the freest flowering. J. B. M. Camm has a wonderfully fine trumpet, making it one of the prettiest Daffodils 
grown, while Mrs. Camm is known as a slighter and a whiter flower. A very distinct variety, too, is the William 
Goldring, as all the petals hang over the trumpet, which is white, aud in its graceful bend is likened only to the 
swan’s neck. The Victoria is a new variety introduced this season, its characteristics being a very large trumpet 
and very large petals, the trumpet being yellow and the petals of au ivory tint. Barrii Conspicuus, again, is a 
very wide-spreading flower, the edges of the cup being tinted with orange-scarlet, aud it is said that this flower 
lias a peculiar power of lasting long in water. The small Sulphur Hoop Petticoat Daffodil makes a decided contrast, 
the sulphur indicating its colour and the drooping hoop its shape. Santa Maria rejoices iu long corkscrew-like petals. 
Sir Watkin is a fine large flower that towers high; and C. J. Backhouse claims to possess the deepest orange 
trumpet that there is. Queen of Spain is a bright sulphur yellow Daffodil that flowers freely, aud a great thing 
with amateurs, remains in bloom for an exceptionally loug period Weardale Perfection is said to be the largest 
Daffodil growu, and John Nelson is widely knowu as a beautiful yellow flower with a peculiarly flue trumpet. 
These varieties, it will be seen, are all distinct, but they do not by any means exhaust the list, aud Messrs. Barr are 
ever adding new ones.”

HOLLAND IN SURREY. 

A SUGGESTION FOR THE HOLIDAYS. 

Together with the anticipated pleasures of the Easter holidays, the small, hut very real, “holiday burdens” are- 
also approaching. One of these is always the great question as how to spend the holidays to best advantage. Those 
who have the time and the opportunity for "going away ” have probably by this time “ worried out ” some holiday 
haunt away from town which has the reputation for being suitable for Easter pleasurings. But those who stay at 
home, and can only take their ease at places whence they can get home the same evening, are still in the throes of 
holiday composition. It is to them that we would give a word of advice. Twenty minutes by rail from Waterloo, 
and ten minutes’ walk from Surbiton Station, a piece of Holland, when Holland is at its very best in springtime, 
has been conjured up, and we have no hesitation in saying that the prettiest and gladdest of spring sights in or near 
London ore the large bulb plantations of Messrs. Barr and Sons, at Surbiton. 

The river-side suburb itself is as pretty as any place near London; it is bursting into the green in every part, 
and its lanes and roads are perfect for cyclists as well as pedestrians. And there, amid the greenery, is spread out a 
most wonderful sight. Millions of great and glorious spring flowers are out in bloom. At one moment, as you 
walk along the road, you catch sight of a bed of a hundred thousand Daffodils (this is no figure of speech, but a fact) 
rising above their cool-green foliage, each blossom a perfect golden star. As a background to these, or to a great bed 
of gleaming yellow tulips, you have the exquisite foliage of acres of Chinese paeonies, with their tints of copper and 
bronze and deepest red. Again, it seems as if a piece of the blue sky had fallen upon the ground, where an army of 
sweet-scented grape hyacinths stands in serried ranks, or turning in yet another direction, your eye falls upon 
wonderful beds of early tulips, forming dazzling dreams of colour. 

But the Daffodils are best. There are between 500 and 600 varieties in this priceless collection at Surbiton ; a 
few are over, but for a week and more to come the show will be at its very best. Outside Haarlem and Leyden, 
where the Dutch hyacinths and other bulbous plants are now stretching away the carpet of their bloom to where the 
dunes shut out the sea, there is no such sight to be seen as that at Messrs. Barr and Sons’ nurseries at Surbiton. 

Lovers of Daffodils will be interested in the fact that among the new varieties which are this year brought out is 
a magnificent flower, appropriately named “ Victoria.” This is an even finer blossom than the large " Emperor,” 
and wears, like him, two shades of pure gold. The “Queen of Spain,” paler and smaller, is also fully out; the 
“Duchess of Westminster,” another very beautiful Daffodil, the “Gloria Mundi,” and the dainty, lily-like 
“ Mrs. Langtry,” and many others are in full bloom, and among the small fry there is none that is quainter than 
the little “ Hoop Petticoat,” while, for graceful form and colour, the “ Angel’s Tears” Daffodil stands unrivalled. 

There is a story attached to the name of the latter. Mr. Barr, senior, on one of his rambles in Spain, discovered 
the flower somewhere high up in the mountains, and gave bis lad orders to go and dig the bulbs up. The day was hot, 
and Angel (such was the youth's poetic name) shed copious tears at the idea of digging bulbs in the sun. Whereupon 
Mr. Barr, on sending home the bulbs, alluded to them jestingly as “Angel’s tears,” and the name has adhered to the 
Narcissus triandrus alias from that day forth.

DAFFODILS. 

Some kindly soul, a render of The Echo, has sent me a bunch of Burr’s Daffodils. For classic elegance of form, 
delicacy of golden tones, and a certain pungent fragrance, suggestive of April sheen and shower, there is no flower 
not even the rose, can rival the Daffodil. So I put them with some of the blades in a vase in my open window, to 
refresh the eye of the wayfarer and enable me to enjoy the fragrance which a soft April breeze wafts in. 

These charming flowers have been in evidence since January. The consignments from the Continent were 
promptly followed by tons daily from the Scilly Islands. But the very choicest varieties are of later growth. In 
Messrs. Barr and Sons’ grounds at Long Dittou there are still thousands of blooms, many of them exquisitely 
beautiful. Among so many varieties, all of which are chastely beautiful, one may mention a few of the more 
strikingly handsome. “Victoria” is a new hardy variety, named in honour of the Jubilee. “ VVeardale 
Perfection” and ’’Glory of Leiden” are magnificent flowers. So, indeed, are the Emperor, Empress, and 
Sir.Watkin, Horsefieldi, Maximus and Golden Spur. Among the choicer “ Peerless” Daffodils one has flowers of 
most delicatebues, from white to pale primrose and orange. Leedsii Maria M. de Graaff, Leedsii Beatrice 

and “Princess of Wales,” are nearly white; the latter with a spreading cup elegantly frilled. Nothing can 
exceed in gracefulness and chasteness of golden tones these beautiful flowers for decorative purposes. But one 
cannot help admiring, too, that gem, the “Queen of Spain,” gathered wild by Mr. Barr during one of his rambles 
in Spain. There is mnch to see still in the 20 acres devoted to Daffodils at Long Ditton.

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CULTURE, ADAPTATION, Etc., OF THE DAFFODIL 

For beds, mixed borders and shrubberies, the Daffodil surpasses all Spring; flowers in beauty and for general 
effect, and when it is naturalized in grass, in orchards, woodlands, meadows, on sloping banks, and margins of lakes and 
ponds, the effect is superb. All Daffodils may be naturalized out of doors. Many sorts which do not thrive when 
cultivated in gardens will succeed if planted out in the orchard, meadow, or on hedgerows, or grassy hanks sloping 
towards the north, and left undisturbed. In such places the noble flowers of the Daffodil are seen to great 
advantage, especially when associated with other spring flowers like Scillas, Chionodoxas, Snowdrops, Leucojums,. 
Muscaris, &c. The slender and dwarf-growing kinds, Nanus, Minimus, Juncifolius, Triandrus, Corbularias, 
Cyclamineus, etc., do well on rockwork and select places in grass; we can also recommend, in the case of 
these slender growing little Daffodils, carpeting the ground with close-growing and surface-rooting creeping plants, 
such as the Thymus Serpyllum varieties, Thymus lanuginosus, Herniaria glabra, etc,, these providing a 
natural protection for the little bulbs, besides keeping their dainty blooms from being splashed and soiled in 
rainy weather; Minimus, Juncifolius, and Triandrus arc found wild in mountain pastures where the soil is shallow 
and firm ; Corbularia and Cyclamineus where the soil is soft and wet in winter and spring. Mr. T. H. Burroughes, 
Stamford, has, since 1887, grown successfully Corbularia citrina as a semi-aquatic in milk pans and other contri- 
vances without drainage, sunk into the ground so that the tops of the pans are four inches below the surface. Peaty 
soil is then filled in to the level of the surrounding ground ; iu the upper four inches, which is always moist, the bulbs 
are planted and root into the lower soil, which should he perpetually wet. We recommend Mr. Burroughes’ culture, 
having followed it with success at our Nurseries. The bottom of a rock garden would also admirably suit, as the 
drainage from the rockwork would accomplish this without extra labour. Rev. Charles Watson, Largs, grows 
N. Cyclamineus with great success in moist loam under a wall facing the north-east. 

For pot-culture The Daffodil is invaluable, affording in early Spring a charming decoration for the greenhouse 
and sitting-room ; its flowers, with their delicate shades, form a pleasing contrast to Hyacinths and Tulips. 

Daffodil flowers can he had from January to June, Firstly, by planting early, in pots or boxes to force, and, 
Secondly, by planting out-doors, in succession, from September to Christmas. The late pilantings flower in May. 

In arranging Daffodils for effect in the flower garden, or in potting up for indoor decoration, let it he borne in 
mind they bloom in natural succession, particulars of which are given under the heading of each group. First, the 
Trumpet Daffodils which are among the earliest, one following the other from February to May. Second, Incom- 
parabilis, Barrii, Leedsii, Odorus, Triandrus, Early-flowering Poeticus, and Burbidgeis, which begin flowering iu 
March and succeed each other till May. Third, Nelsoni, Tridymus, Backhousei, Bernardi, and Jonquils. Fourth,. 
Biflorus, late-flowering Poeticus and Burbidgeis, Schizanthes and Gracilis, which form a succession of flowers 
till June. In the middle season, representatives from all the groups may be found iu bloom at the. same time,, 
therefore, those who can make but one visit to our Bulb Nurseries at Surbiton should do so in April. When- 
grown under glass, all the Daffodils fiower j)robably a month earlier than the periods above named. 

CULTURE AND ADAPTATION OUT OF DOORS.— The Daffodil may he grown in any soil and situation, 
but likes best a good pasture loam, and, in the warmer parts of England, a situation should he chosen facing north 
or north-west, hut protected from cutting winds. The ammoniacal compounds in manure are poison to the Daffodils, 
and therefore should he avoided. Very poor soils may he rendered suitable by manuring aud taking a potato 
crop off, after which Daffodils may safely be planted, and, as a harmless and good stimulant, bone meal may bo 
mixed with the soil in the proportion of 1$ oz. to the square yard or 4 cwt. per acre. In planting, the top of the 
bulb should be two to three inches below the surface, according to its size; permanent Daffodil beds, etc., may 
he made gay during summer and autumn with many beautiful showy hardy annuals, which should he sown in the 
spring. For such beds use the large-flowering trumpet varieties, also Incomparabilis, Barrii, Leedsii, Nelsoni, and 
Burbidgei varieties ; for edgings, use the dwarf growing kinds, Cyclamineus, Minor, Nanus, Minimus, Triandrus 
albus, Juncifolius, and Corbularias. White Trumpet Daffodils ‘more especially thrive best in a shady situation. 

CULTURE AND ADAPTATION INDOORS. — Use three to six bulbs of strong-growing sorts, according to 
size of bulb, for a 4 or 5-incb pot ; of small-growing kinds, such as N. Minimus, Nanus, Minor, Cyclamineus, Triandrus, 
Juncifolius, and Corbularia, a greater number of bulbs should he used. These dwarf-growing, small-flowered species 
are most charming in pots (see “ Rock-Garden” Collections, page 7). If Daffodils are grown in quantity for cutting 
early in the season, plant thickly in boxes, 5 to 6 inches deep, and only just cover the bulbs with soil, using 
ordinary potting soil. The pots or boxes should then be placed out of doors, on a bed of ashes, and covered with 
0 inches of the same material, or with cocoa fibre, if it can be had. When the bulbs have filled the pots or boxes with 
roots, and made an inch or two of top growth, portions should he removed indoors, in succession, first of all to a 
cold frame or cool greenhouse, where they should remain for a few days until the foliage has attained its natural 
green colour, and then to a moist forcing house when a plentiful supply of water should he given and care be taken 
that the plants do not get drawn from an insufficient supply of light aud air.
